As in the Inſtance 
of Self-Preſervation ;, which is only Pleadable by the Supream Ma- 
Cer:ain privi-£iſtrate, in Bar to all General Exceptions ;, for he is Firſt, pre- 
ledges .flen- fumed in Reaſon, to be veſted with all Powers neceſſary for the 
rial to Go= Defence, and Proteitionof the Community : without which his 
ernment Authority is Vain. He is Secondly, Oblig'd in Duty to exert 
thoſe Powers for the Common Good: and he is Thirdly, entruſted 
with the Judgment of all Exigences of State, be they Greater or 
Leſſe , wherein the Fublick Good may be concern'd. Now put 
the Caſe that a Magiſtrate ſhould make a wrong Judgment of 
Matters, and miſemploy thoſe Powers ; it were an Infelicity in 
the Admin#tration ; but the Sacredneſs of Authority is ſtill the 
fame : And he is a Mad man, that plncks down his Hoxfe, be- 
cauſe it rains in at the Window. And in caſe of the AagiHrate , 
it is not ſo much Fe, as They; for the Kng is ( as I ſaid before )
